York. In one case the church will have its auditorium on the 
lower floor; in another it will occupy the upper part, leaving 
the ground floor for a bank. In both cases, the church, as far 
as exterior view is concerned, will .be disguised to the point 
of concealment, as many of the theatres are in New York of- 
fice buildings. There is, to all appearances, merely another big 
business structure. Yet stowed away in it with complete, ar- 
tistic arid comfortable countenances, is a fine, modern church,
